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Senator Redding has started the 
Jgbt for ballpt reform in Georgia 
by introducing a bill that is certain 
to receive the legislature's serious 
attention. The bill provides that 
the governor shall within six 
months from the passage of the act 
appoint an upright citizen as elec- 
tion superintendent, his term of 
office to be at the pleasure of the 
governor. In all elections the 
voting shall be by secret ballot. It 
shall be by the duty of the super- 
intendent of elections to record the 
names of all candidates on the of- 
ficial ballots to be prepared at the 
county's expense, and those names 
shall be so arranged as to show 
the parts to which the candidate 
belongs. All ballots shall be print- 
ed in black ink on white paper with 
a black line between each name, 
so that the yoter may place a cross 
mark opposite the name of the can- 
didate for which he desires to vote. 
Voting booths are to be arranged, 
into which the voter can go to ar- 
range his ballot. He muSjt go 
alone and shall receive no assis- 
tance in voting unless he be blind 
or otherwise physically disabled. 
If the ticket when deposited is not 
intelligible it shall not be counted 
by the managers. 

In explaining the scope of his 
measure Mr. Redding made a brief 
statement in an informal way. He 
said : 

"It is one providing for the reg- 
ular Australian ballot system. I 
think the time has arrived when 
we should have such a law in this 
state. It will effectually eliminate 
the vicious and ignorant classes 
from participation in elections. If 
a man does not have intelligence 
enough to vote by himself, that is, 
to make out his own ticket, he 
cannot vote. If this bill becomes 
a law, the state will be controlled 
by the intelligence of her people 
without interference of the igno- 
rant. The system has been tried 
and proven to be practical and de- 
sirable in many states and in many 
places in Georgia. We have used 
it in Pike county in ou" primary 
election, and found it to be emi- 
nently successful. I think it should 
be in operation all over tho # state, 
and hope to see my bill become a 
law."

Vicious Bluefish. 

The greatest enemy to the best 
species of fish is found in the vic- 
ious voracious and dangerous blue~ 
fish. In size ordinarily as longas 
your arm, with teeth like barbs, 
he can snap in halves a fish of his 
own size, and nearly all fish stand 
in mortal dread of him. General- 
ly traveling in schools — sometimes 
as much as fiye <miles in length — 
they will in short order decimate a 
school of shad, spot, menhaden or 
such like. In his stomach can be 
found numbers of smaller fish, ac 
cording to size. 

We have opened one which con- 
tained a trout almost his own size, 
while another contained a shad 
nearly as large. Still others are 
found having within themselves 
one or more of their own species 
of smaller size. But their destruc - 
tweness does not end here. We 
have seen them behind a school of 
shad, spot or menhaden, and some- 
times schools of mackeral and cod, 
snapping and slashing their prey 
until the water was all afoam. 
They eat until they can hold no 
more, but their viciousness is not 
abated. With a snap a shad is 
sundered and spit out, and the next 
shares the same fate. They never 
tire, and the fish destroyed, but 
uneaten, cover the surface of the 
water. — Ex.

missing. Now they have a mill 
house 36x40 nearly completed, a 
hundred foot dam (to be 17 feet 
high) in course of construction and 
good wagon roads leading to every 
necessary place. The machinery 
for the mill is being received now 
from Gainesville. Only ten stamps 
will be put up now but the house 
has been constructed large enough 
to receive ten more when found 
necessary, in addition to concen- 
trators. The dam at the time of 
our visit was about three logs high, 
all well filled with rock, which 
expected to be completed in about 
fifteen days. A reservoir is being 
dug on the hill ten feet wide and 
three feet deep at the lowe^ 
and 250 feet long. About half of 
this work is already done. It is 
one of the -most conveniently ar- 
ranged operations in the county, 
Above the mill on a high hill has 
been opened out 26 different gok 

very rich. Four tons from one o: 
these produced 250 penny weights 
ofVold. Much of the material can 
be'washed off and reduced by 
ant while the hard ore can b 
down to the mill in boxes at a very 
small expense.

Everyman 
that gets his discharge leayes out 
as soon as a boat sails, and it I am 
in Cuba when my time expires you 
can bet 1 will come to Georgia, 
though I am not tired of soldiering 
but of Cuba.

A negro named Simon Cooper 
was killed by a posse of officers, 
near Lynchburg, S. C, last week 
for having wilfully murdered three 
women and four men and wound- 
ing another. In Cooper's pocket 
was found a memorandum, saying 
he murdered the nine members of 
the Woolfolk family. The entry 
read as follows: "Tom Woolfolk 
was mighty slick, but I fined him. 
I would have fixed him with the 
rest of the d— m family, but he 
was not at home." The incident 
was freely discussed at Lynchburg 
at the time, but it was soon forgot- 
ten. With this entry there were 
several more telling of crimes he 
had committed in Georgia. There 
are hundreds of people in Georgia 
today who do not belieye that Tom 
Woolfolk was guilty, and when the 
brilliant Rutherford stood in the 
Bibb county court house during a 
tenhour speech, and with all Oa his 
soul in this sentence, said: "In the 
face of God Almighty, I sweat- 
that I do not believe Tom Wool- 
folk a guilty man," there were 
hundreds ready to take the same 
oath. In an obscure part of the 
cemetery at Hawkinsville there is 
a grave, which, at the request of 
relatives, is neyer touched by the 
authorities. The weeds and wild 
flowers grow at will, and when 
winter winds chill their lives away 
the spot has a forbiding look. It is 
here that Tom Woolfolk is buried. 
He died protesting his innocence, 
as did his confident, friend and 
counsellor, John C. Rutherford. — 
North Georgia Citzen.

The republican 
mayor anil populists couucilmen 
were ousted and ex-Congressman 
Waddcll, who led the crowd to-tfic 
negro office, was elected- Three 
hundred extra policemen have been 
sworn in ready for business who 
have a rapid fire gun in a wagon 
to be put into use whenever it is 
necessary. An imposing military 
parade was made last Friday for 
effect on the negroes. Five hundred 
soldiers, with rapid-fire guns and 
howitzers, mounted on wagons, 
marched over the city, especially 
through the negro sections. The 
negroes are frightened beyond de- 
scription. Hundreds of them re- 
tire to the open woods at night will

Ev- 
ery time a new bridge is to be built 
orany@ther improvements made, 
causing taxes to be higher, some 
body is sure to want to be cut off 
into another county where the tax- 
i are lower. In Union county, 
here the taxes are $3.45 on the 
hundred on account of the building 
of a new court house, we expect 
many of her citizens would like to 
be cut off into some other county 
until the building is completed and 
paid for, and then if the tax rate is 
lower there than in the one in 
which they live, they will want to 
be cut back probably.
